LONDON, Sept. 10.—A dispatch to the Reuter Telegram Co. 
from Petrograd says that the Austrians have begun evacuating 
Cracow. 


(Cracow, or Krakow, former capital of the kingdom of Poland, is in Galicia, 
1h%§ miles southwest of Warsaw, and situated in a broad plain on the left bank 
cf the Vistula. The city {n late years was converted into a fortress by the 
construction of outlying forts. From 1815 to 184 Cracow was the capital of 
the little republic of Cracow, the last fragment of independent Poland. The 
city is the focus of the Polish nationality. Its population in 1900 was 91,323.) 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—A ‘dispatch to the’ Exchange Telegraph 
Co. fron Rome says: 

‘‘Dispatches from Vienna state that the advance guards of 
the Russian center are marching toward Berlin. 
‘‘The Russian troops have invaded Silesia and the capture of 
Breslau is imminent. : 
‘‘A message from Vienna states that it is officially admitted 
there that Archduke Frederick lost 120,000 men in the recent 
Galician battles, or one-fourth of his entire command. 
‘‘The Germans are marching south toward Poland to assist the 
Austrians, but before this aid can be given they must cross the Vis- 
tula Riyer, where the Russians are preparing to check them.”’ 
A dispatch from Rome to Reuter’s Telegram Co. says: 
‘‘ According to Galician advices the Austrians have made sev- 
eral attempts to resume the offensive against the Russians with 
disastrous results. There were further great Austrian logses.’’ 
The Times has received the following message from its Petro- 
grad correspondent: 
‘‘T understand that a German army division, proceeding along 
the banks of the River Vistula, formed a vanguard of the German 
forces hurrying to relieve the hard-pressed Austrians, and that 
these reinforcements are advancing by way of Czenstochawa and 
Kielce.

French Campaign Is 
Reviewed tn Detail 
by Military Expert

HILE the great contest south or 
W Marne, which may decide the 
fate, not of France, but of the 
German advance, continues, it is per- 
haps an opportune time to review in 
some detail the whole campaign in 
France, and the battles and marches 
which have brought the two forces 
to their present positions. 

At the outset it should be pointed 
out that, because of a series of cir- 
cumstances, one wing of the main 
allied army has engaged the atten- 
tion of the world, while the advance 
of the Germans against it has filled 
the press. for. two weeks. 

This was natural, first, because the 
German thrust here was at Paris, and 
early - caused, the withdrawal of the 
French Government to Bordeaux, and, 
second, because it was against the Brit- 
ish that the weight of this blow fell. 
and our sources of information are 
chiefly British. 

Thus, while many hundreds of thou- 
sands of French soldiers have been 
fighting in a dozen tremendous conflicts. 
the world has watched Paris and the 
British. Yet it is fair to say this at- 
tention was warranted by the fact that 
the operations against the British, sup- 
ported, as we now kwow they were, by 
French troops to the west, was critica’. 
involved the fortune of all the alliec 
forces engaged in France, and if suc- 
cessful, might have resulted tn another 
Fedan.

Line Broke at Givet. 

Now to take the successive steps: Sat- 
urday, Aug. 22, the Germans attacked 
the allied left, when the British were at 
Mons, the center at Charlerol, the left 
at Givet. At Mons ané charleroi the 
fighting was indecisive, but at Givet the 
French line broke, opening ‘the ‘flank 
and rear of the whole army and com- 
pelling a general retirement from Bel- 
gium, 

This was the first great conflict, and 
the French fight at Charlerol was the 
more serious engagement. |

The chief fighting at this time was at 
Rethel, details of which are as yet 
lacking, but the German pressure on 
the left was still. irresistible and the 
allies again retired, standing this time, 
the British about Creil, the center at 
Soissons, the right about Rheims and 
the army of the Meuse facing northwest, 
now with its right still on Verdun, its 
left touching the main army in the Ar- 
gonne and fighting a severe engagement 
at Vienne-La-Ville. 

intercepting Pian Failed. 

Once more the left yielded and the 
allies went back almost on the forts of 
Paris. At this point the Germans’ ef- 
fort to get between the allies and Paris 
had to be abandoned. The allies stood 
intrenched, the forts behind them, fresh 
reserves ready, and for the German 
army the task of taking Paris by storm 
was out of the question until the allied 
army, which had been beaten, but not 
destroyed, was actually put out of the 
reckoning. 

Accordingly the weight of German at- 
tack was shifted, the allied left to the 
center and right, and under the pres- 
sure thus gave ground and fell back 
south of the Marne to Montmirail and 
La Fere Champenoise respectively, while 
the Army of the Meuse bent back until 
tts left was at Vitry-Le-Franoois, its 
right still at Verdun, 

Meantime the German right, which 
had failed in its attempt to envelop 
the British, suddenly thrust straight 
south in a desperate attempt to get be- 
tween the allied left and its center and 
right. 

Thus, while tremendous attacks were 
being made upon the allied center ani 
left and on the Meuse army on the 
curving line from Montmirail to Verdun, 
the German right was southeast, be- 
tween Paris and the allies’ center and 
left. 

But in making this move, the Germans 
bad deliberately marched past the allied 
left east of Paris, near Meux and the 
gerrison of Paris. This was the chance 
the British had plainly waited for, and 
they in turn attacked on. the flank. 
crumpled the German right up and drove 
it back across the Marne, restoring the 
allied line from Paris to Vitry-le-Fran- 
ecis and felding the German right back 
upon its center, still attacking furiously 
ai Montmirail.

“When Austria is disposed of, Russia 
will immediately begin a westward 
march on a front 200 miles wide that 
will sweep like a tidal wave across the 
German empire.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—Following assur- 
ance from Sir Edward Grey that En- 
gland would do all in her power to en- 
courage the emancipation of the Jews 
in Russia, Israel Zangwill today issued 
an appeal to the Jews of all neutral 
countries, and especially those ih Amer- 
ica, to support the allies against Ger- 
many. Mr. Zangwill said 

“Although the most monstrous war in 
history which was ‘made in Germany’ 
and although Germany’s behavior in the 
war is aS barbarous as her temper in 
peace, I do not regret that a certain 
section of Jewry in America and other 
neutral countries seems to withhold its 
sympathy from Britain and her allies. 

‘In so far as these Jews, German 
born, are concerned, their feeling for 
Germany is as intelligible as mine for 
England, but tn so far as they are 
swayed by their consideration for ths

Agreements, "Principle of Which 
Is Accepted, Would Keep 
Us Out of War. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—In the midst 
of the European war, Great Britain, 
France, Spain and China have agreed 
to sign peace commission treaties with 
the United States. One effect of the 
new conventions would be to prevent 
the United States from being drawn 
suddenly into the conflict. 

Germany, Russia and Japan have sig- 
nified their acceptance of the principle 
of these treaties, though negotiations 
have not advanced to the point of draft- 
ing conventions. Similar agreements with 
Turkey and Greece are almost ready for 
signature, 

The first four treaties are ready for 
signature and are regarded by President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan as of far- 
reaching importance. ile negotia- 
tions were begun before the European 
their consummation vir- 
tually will safeguard the United States 
from being drawn in over any question 
of neutrality or other controversy. 

With the signing of treaties with Great 
Britain, France, Spain and China, the 
rumber of pacts of this kind negotiated 
by Secretary Bryan and known as “in- 
vestigation treaties,’ will number 26. 
Nineteen already have been ratified by 
the Senate, comprising the principal 
countries of Central and South America; 
Lenmark, Norway, Switzerland, Portu- 
gal, Italy and the Netherlands. 

Secretary Bryan hopes to have 9% 
treaties ratified by Christmas, which, 
he believes, will assure the peace of the 
United States with the entire world. 

The treaties with Great Britain, 
France, Spain and China provide “that 
all disputes of every nature whatso- 
ever, to the settlement of which previous 
arbitration treaties or agreements do not 
apply in their terms, or are not applied 
in fact, shall, witen diplomatic methods 
of adjustment have failed, be referred 
for investigation and report to a perma- 
nent international commission and they 
agree not to declare war or begin hos- 
tilities during such investigation and be- 
fore the report is submitted.”’ 

The treaties specify that the report 
ef the commission shall be completed 
within one year after it shall declare 
its investigation to have begun. Al- 
though all the contracting parties re- 
serve the right to act independently 
after the report of the commission 
is submitted, the administration here 
believes a year’s time will have the 
effect of “sober second thought” on 
all nations and prevent an outbreak 
in the precipitate manner in which 
Fiurope has just plunged itself into 
war.

Ambassador Declares Neutral

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Count von 
Bernstorff, German Ambassador to the 
United States, denies that there are 
mines in the North Sea. German ports 
are not blockaded, he declares, and neu- 


tral ships can enter them and can re- 
plenish their coal supplies in these ports 
as there is no embargo on bunker coal. 
‘Tt is not true that there are mines in 
the North Sea,”’ said the Ambassador. 
“Neutral ships which wish to enter ports 
in the North Sea must go to a point 10 
miles north of Helgoland, where they 
will find German pilots to take the ships 
into the harbors. Harbors in the Baltic 
can be approached directly and there 
are pilots before every port. The pro- 
hibition of the exportation of coal from 
Germany does not apply to bunker coal, 
and the supply of coal for ships is as- 
sured.”

Second Division Covers Retreat. | 
A certain amount of fighting continued sii the ‘able line through- 
out the night and at daybreak on the 24th the second division from the 
neighborhood of Harmignies made a powerful demonstration, as if to 


take Binche. This was supported by the artillery of both the first and 
the second divisions, while the first division took up a supporting posi- 


tion in the neighborhood of Peissant. Under cover of this demonstration 
the sécond corps retired on the line of Dour, Quarouble and Framaries. 
The third divison on the right of the corps suffered considerable loss 
in this operation from the enemy who had retaken Mons. 

The second’corps halted on this line, where they entrenched then- 
selves, enabling Sir Douglas Haig, with the first corps, to. withdraw to 
the new position and he effected this without much further loss, reach- 
ing the line from Baray to Maubeuge about 7 in the evening. 

Toward midnight the enemy appeared to be directing his princi- 
‘pal effort against our left. I had previously ordered Gen. Allenby with 
the cavalry to act vigorously in advance of my left, front and endeavor 
to take’ the pressure off. 


Fifth Division Hard Pressed. : 
About 7:30 in the morning Gen. Allenby received a message from 
Sir-Charles Fergusson, commanding the fifth division, saying he was very 
hard pressed and in urgent need of support. On receipt of this message 


Gen. Allenby drew in his cavalry and endeavored to bring direct sup-

port to the fifth division, 


During the course of this operation Gen. De Lisle of the second 


eavalry brigade thought he saw a good opportunity to paralyze the fur- 
ther advance of the enemy’s infantry by making a mounted attack on 
his flank. He formed up and advanced for this purpose, but was held 
up by wire about 500 yards from his objective and the Ninth lancers

Tired Army Forced to Retreat. 


| I felt that not a moment must be lost in returning to another posi- 
tion. I had every reason to believe that the enemy’s forces were some- 
what: exhausted and I knew that they had suffered heavy losses. I 
hoped, therefore, that his pursuit would not be too vigorous! to prevent 
me from effecting my object. The operation, however, was full of dan- 
ger and difficulty, not only owing to the very superior forces in my 
front,. but to the exhaustion of the troops. 

‘The retirement was recommenced in the early morning of the 25th,. to 
-« position in the neighborhood of Lecateau and the rear guard were 
ordered to be clear of Maubeuge and Bavey by 3:30 a.m. Two cavalry 
brigades, with the divisional cavalry of the Second Corps covered the 
movement of the Second Corps and the remainder of the cavalry division 
with thé Ninth Brigade, the whole under command of Gen. Allenby 
covered the west flank. 

. The fourth division commenced its detrainment at Lecateau on Sun- 
day the 28rd and by the morning of the 25th eleven battalions and a 
brigade of artillery with the divisional staff were available for sérvice. 
I ordered Gen. Snow to move out to take up a position with his right 
south of Solesmes, his left resting on the Oambrai-Lecateau road south 
of La Chapriz. In this position the division rendered great help to the 
effective retirement of the Second and First Corps to new positions. 

Although the troops had been ordered to occupy the Cambrai- 
Lecateau-Landreceéis position and ground had during the 25th been par- 
tially prepared and entrenched, I had grave doubts—owing .to informa- 
tion I had received as to the accumulating strength of the enemy against 
me—as to the wisdom of standing there to fight. 


Determines to Retreat Further. 


Having regard to the continued retirement of the French right, my 
exposed left flank, the tendency of the enemy’s Western corps to en- 
velop me and more than all, ‘the exhausted condition of the troops, I 
determined to make a great effort to continue the retreat till I -could 
put some substantial obstacles, such as the Somme or the Oise between 
my troops and the enemy and aatord the former some opportunity for 
reat and reorganization. 

Orders were therefore sent to the corps commanders to continue 
their retreat as soon as they possibly could towards the general line of 
Vermand, St. Quentin and Ribemont, and the cavalry under Gen. Allen- 
by were ordered to cover the retirement. Throughout the 25th and far 
into the evening the First Corps continued to march on Ladrecies, fol- 
lowing the road along the eastern border of the forest of Mormal, and 
arrived at Landrecies, about 10 o’clock. I had intended that the corps 
should come further west so as to fill up the gap between Lecateau and 
Landrecies but the men were exhausted and could not get further in 
without a rest,

At this time ‘the guns of four 
German army corps were in position against them and Sir Horace Smith- 
Dorrien reported to me that he regarded it impossible to continue his re- 
tirement at daybreak, as ordered, in the face of such an attack. 

I sent him orders to use his utmost endeavors;to break off the action 
and tetire at the earliest possible nioment, as it was impossible for me to 


movement. 

The French cavairy corps under’Genera!l Sordet was coming up on our 
left rear early in the morning and I sent him an’ urgent message to do 
his utmost to com up and support the retirement of my left flank, but 
owing to the fatigue of his horses: norees he. tound himself unable to in- 
tervene in any way. 

There’ had. been no, time to entrench the position properly, but the 
troops showed a magnificent front to tne terrible fire which confronted 
them. The artillery, although outmatched. by. at. least four to one, made 
a splendid fight and inflicted heavy losses on their opponents. 


Retires to Avoid Annihilation. 


At length it became apparent that if complete annihilation was to be 
avoided, retirement must be attempted and the order was given to com- 
mence it about 3:30 in the afternoon. The movement .was eovered with 
most devoted intrepidity and determination by the artillery which had it- 
self suffered heavily and the fine work done by the cavalry in the 
further retreat from the position, assisted materially by the final com- 
pletion of this most difficult and dangerous operation, Fortunately the 
enemy had himself suffered too heavily to engage in an energetic pursuit. 

'I cannot close the brief account of ‘this glorious stand of the British 
troops without putting on record my deep appreciation of the valuable 
services rendered by Sir Horace ‘Smith-Dorrien.. I say without hesitation 
that the saving of the left wing of the army under my command on the 
morning of -the 26th’ cduld never, have been accomplished unless a -.cam- 
mander of rare and unusual coolness, intrepidity and determination had 
been present to personally conduct the operations. 

The retreat was continued far into the night of the 26th and through 
the 27th and the 28th, on which date‘the troops halted on the line from 
Noyon, Chauny and Le Fere, having then thrown off the weight of the 
enemy’s pursuit. 

On the 27th and the 28th I was much indebted to Gen. Sordet and the

Y home is in the United States, 
Mi It is at Kewanee, Ill. I work 
for D. K. Rodd of Gibson City, 
Iil., eWwho is a horse fancier.

Barly in July Mr. Rodd sent me to 


Belgium to get some blooded horses. 


{July 30 I was not far from Liege, and 


the Belgian army began mobilizing. The 
Germins were getting ready to invade 
our country, and I want to say the Bel- 
gians were very much enraged. 

I had served in the army from 1904 to 
1908, and so I got in this time on the 
second call for reserves and was sent tv 
Maline. There I was héld.for one day, 
and the next day my tropp—the First 
Guides—was sent to. Brussels. Then we 
headed for Liege. The Germans then 
were advancing on Liege. 

As we approached the city the Bel- 
gians knelt in the roadway and prayed 
for us. They urged us‘to fight the Ger- 
mans till we died: We waved our hata 
and replied that we would. 

Preferred to Remainz. 

Now, I could have fled from Belgium 
at the second call, but such a thought 
never entered my head. I had good em- 
ployment in Hlinois, but my heart went 
out to my «country in the time of its 
great peril, and so as I rode toware 
Liege, carrying a lance, with a sword 
at my side, a pistol and a cardine, ! 
felt brave and strong, because I knew 
l was doing right. 

When *e reached Liege it was Mon- 
day and the German® then were in- 
vading Belgian territory ani vearing 
toward the city we were to defend. 
Every ‘one here must have read of 
Liege—of its ring of forts only a few 
miles apart. Well, the troops were sta- 
tioned between these forts. The in- 
fantry occupied positions at the front 
We of the guides—or cavalry—were 
back in the city. 

I could see the Germans bearing down 
on Liege. They “came ~in ‘ divisions— 
2000 men at «a. time. They formed a 
solid line about two miles, in width. 
The Belgians would. wait fill they got 
within about 200 yards and then they 
would open up with their rapid-fire 
guns. 


Mowed Men Like Whest. 

The Germans were mowed down. I 
tell you it was like a farmer: going 
through a Wheat fleld with a harvesting 
machine. Each division as it advanced 
was practically annihilated, The rapid- 
fire guns would sweep* through the 
ranks, and I could see the Germans fall- 
ing like blades of grass being attacked 
by a scythe. 

But the Germans did not mind it. 
Division after division came along. The 
mitralleuse guns did terrific execution. 
The cavalry was not used then. We sat 
on our horses and watched the slaugh- 
It was the first’ time.I ever had 
seen actual warfare.

her husband. Kerr lives at 2733A South 
Iiroadway. Mrs. Roach told the police 
her husband left home more than two 
years ago and she does not know where 
he’ is. 

One Child Unharmed, 

The girl who died as a result of the 
strange illness was a daughter of Mrs. 
Roach by a former marriage. Laura 
Will Roach, 2 years old, a daughter by 
her second marriage, was the only one 
c{ the children who showed no effects 
of the illness. 

Hortense Lane, the negro girl, is still 
unconscious at the city hospital. She 
Was not regularly employed at the 
Roach home and was hired only for the 
evening. 


Mrs. Roach and Mrs. Kerr departed 
for the dante about 9 p. m. When they 
returned at 12:45 a. m. the three older 
children and the negro girl were uncon- 
Scious and there were evidences tney 
had been desperately ill. Alice Helen 
Townsly died haif an hour later. 

The mothers of the stricken children 
told the police their supper consisted 
of spaghetti with a cheese and tomato 
dressing, pork chops with milk gravy, 
sreen peppers and onions, cabbage, 
bread, butter and coffee. They and all 
the children partook of the meal, but 
the colored girl did not. 

The victuals left from the supper 
were placed on-the kitchen sink. Both 
women say this food had not been 
touched when they arrived home. 

- Pat Children to Bed. 

Before they departed for the dance, 
they said, they put all the children in 
bed. The baby was in a crib in the 
front room; Alice Townsley and the 
two little Kerr beys in a bed in a mid- 
dle room. The colored girl lay on a 
couch near this bed. 

Mrs. Kerr told a Post-Dispatch - re- 
porter that when she and Mrs. Roach 
entered the flat on their return from 
the dance they noticed a peculiar odor 
which she could not describe. In the: 
middle room they found the four chil- 
dren unconscious. Robert Kerr had 
rolled from the bed :to the couch and 
the negro girl had rolled from the couch 
to the floor. All had been nauseated. 

Four physicians were called. After 
the stomach pump had been used the 
doctors said there were evidences of 
either ptomaine poisoning or chemical 
poisoning, they could not tell which. 

Alice Townsley died in convulsions 


abdut the’ other children, 

After the Kerr boys and the negro 
girl had been taken to the City Hos- 
pital, physicians there said the symp- 
toms seemed to be those of fruit 
poisoning. Policemen made an in- 
spection of the Roach home. 

Fruit Untouched. ‘ ; 

Preserved fruit was found in a 
closet but the seals were unbroken. 
In no part of the house was there any 
evidence that anything had been eat- 
en after the women departed for the 
dance. 

Mrs. Kerr gaid that when she and 
Mrs. Roach left the house the rear 
door was locked on the inside. When 
they returned it was unlocked, but 
latched. 

No *tmoney with which the children 
might have purchased «andy or - ice 
cream was left in the house and Mrs. 
Kerr said she was sure none of the 
children had any money. 

Robert Kerr regained consciousness at 
the city hospital this morning. He safd 
the children had eaten nothing while the 
parents were away. He said he took a 
drink of water and he thinks the other 
children, except the baby, also drank 
water. The baby was sleeping peace- 
fully in her crib when the womep re- 
turned. 

Mrs. Roach was said to be in too 
nervous a condition to make a statement 
today. Mrs. Kerr said she and Mrs. 
Roach ate heartily of the supper and it, 
aid not make the mill.

TESTIFY IN SUI 
“OF 0. 6, MPCLUN 


Officials From Other States and 
Former. Federal Penitentiary 
Head in Depositions. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

FULTON, Mo., Sept. 10.—Depositions 

by prison officials from three States and 


a former warden of a Fedefal peniten- 
tiary were read yesterday in the $40,000 
damage suit of D. C. McClung, warden 
of the Missouri penitentiary, against the 
Post-Dispatch. 

All of them stated that whipping had 
been abolished in. the prisons they are 
or have been connected with. Where 
rings are used for punishing prisoners, 
they said, the hands are only elevatec 
to a position as high as the prisoner’s 
chest. . 

Depositions of convicts and ex-con- 
victs also were read. They told of 
mistreatment received by them in the 
Jefferson City penitentiary. 

. Boy, 16, Hung Up. 
James Owines, convict, testified in his 
deposition that he’ was hung up 18 days 
for “striking on the hash’’ and failing 
to complete a task. He was sick the 
first few days. When he was let down 
he felt like.something was pulling his 
arms out of place. He suffered no per- 
manent injury except a scar cn his 
wrist. Earl Raines deposed that when 
he was 16 years old he was strung up 
three days for doing bad work. He had 
been in the rings six times in-4@il, once 
for six days. = 
Emmett Phillips deposed that he was 
strung up 14 days from 6 a. m. to 9 Dp. 
m. because he seized and held a guard 
who was trying to hit him with a club. 
He tried to explain to Deputy Gilvin, 
but, the witness explained, ‘‘you know 
Iam only a convict. I have no voice, 
Captain. I go up there and tell them 
this and they—well, I ain’t got no voice. 
I just go ahead and take my punish- 
ment.”’ 
Will Hunter told in his deposition how 
he had been hung up because he was a 
cripple and could not do his task. He 
was in the rings 18 days from 6 a. m. 
to9p.m. He felt bad effects for about 
three weeks. His task was 3000 vutton- 
holes a day. The best he could do was 
2000. He did not blame the officials be- 
cause he did not think they understood 
his case. Sidney Harris deposed that 
when Andrae was warden he was hit on 
the head with a club and knocked to 
his knees because he howled when. he 
was being hipped by Deputy Gilvin. 
J. DB. Bohon, a guard, admitted in his 
deposition that he , kept whisky an} 
beer in his room in the office building 
at the prison and that Deputy war- 
dens Gilvin and Roland visited his room 
and drank there. It had previously 
been shown by the introduction of the 
Penitentiary book of rules that there 
was a rule against this. 
MeClaughrey Calls Rings Improper. 


Robert W. McClavgehery, former War- 
den of Leavenworth and Joliet Peniten- 


Leavenworth was solitary confinement 
in extreme cases a prisoner was hand- 
cuffed to a cell door with his iands 
even with his breast. F’risoners never 
were whipped. He could not say that 
the rings were inhuman, but they were 
improper, he said, because they impused 
so great a strain that permanent in- 
jury might be inflicted. 

J. D. Botkin, Warden of the Kansas 
Penitentiary, deposed that the worst 
cases in that prison were chained to 
rings level with the breast, but never 
with the hands above the head. There 
was no whipping and none had never 
been found necessary. 

W. B. Choisser, Warden of the Souta- 
ern Illinois Penitentiary at Chester, de- 
posed that in extreme casés convicts 


hands level with the shoulders during 
working hours, but were not whipped. 
He had found this punishment suffi- 
cient to maintain discipline. 

Thomas J. Tynan, Warden of Colorado 
Penitentiary, deposed that a prisoner 
was put in a dark e¢cell only for a third 
offense and in extreme cases a man 
was placed across a horse and humili- 
ated by being spanked. Punishment for 
minor offenses was exClusion from pris- 
on picture shows and being deprived of 
books and tebaceo. The rings and flog- 
gling had been abolished. 

Newspaper Men Testify. 

Asa Hutson, Globe-Democrat corre- 
spondent at Jefferson City, testified that 
McClung told him he was going to keep 
Steve Willis in the rings until he told 
where he got whisky and drugs. Dep- 
uty Gilvin told him that whipping vir- 
tually had been abolished and the rings 
had been substituted.as more humane 
and that during the preceding yeur or, 
at least, several months only one man 
had been whipped. L. R. Leutkewitl. 
and A. 8S. Austin} Jefferson City news- 
paper men, testified that McClung told 
them he would keep Willis in the rings 
until he confessed. 

George Bads, a Post-Dispatch re. 
porter, whose deposition was read, tes- 
tified that McClung told him the rings 
were the only punishment used in the 
prison. The next day, after Eads hag 
received information that two men had 
been whipped, Gilvin admitted, in the 
presence of McClung, that two negroe, 
had been whipped. McClung, he testi- 
fled, thanked him for the accuracy and 
fairness of his report. 


' Frank A. Putnam of the Post-Dis: 


patch, testified in his deposition that 
he found, in investigating conditions at 
the prison, that four men had been 
whipped after a rule abolishing whip. 
ping had been adopted. The whipping 
Strap and one of the clubs carried py 
guards were introduced in evidence.

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The Democratic party, asking the American 
people in 3912 to elect its nominees for Prest- 
dent, Vice-President and Congress, made certain 
' promises. Some of these promises dealt with 
the evil of trusts and monopolies. ? 

The American people elected a Democratic 
President, a Democratic Vice-President and a 
Democratic majority in’ both branches of the 
Congress. The party was given a free hand to 
do what it promised concerning trusts and 


monopolies. 

Counseling freely with the Democratic Presi- 
dent, the Democratic House of Representatives 
has passed “An Act to supplement existing laws 
against unlawful restraints and. monopolies, and 
for other purposes,” and an act creating a Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 

The Democratic Senate majority has amended 
both of these acts, and passed them. 

Both measures are now “in conference,” where 
Representatives of House and Senate are moving 
toward an agreement upon their differences and 
the completion of both measures in form ac- 
ceptable to both branches of Congress and to the 
President. 

In view of the vast power held and used by 
the so-called trusts to fix the cost of living for 
everybody, and tc determine wages and condi- 
tions of labor for the great army of workers 
which they employ, every American is presumed 
keenly interested to learn just how far the 
Democratic administration is proposing to reg- 


ulate the exercise of that power. 
What the Party Promised. 

The Democratic national platform, adopted at 
Baltimore July 2, 1912, declared the party’s pur- 
pose concerning trusts and ‘monopolies in these 
words: 

A’ private monopoly is indefensible and in- 
tolerable. We therefore favor the vigorous 
enforcement of the criminal as well as the 
civil law against trusts and trust officials, 
and demand the enactment of such additional 
legislation as may be necessary to make it 
impossible for a private monopoly to exist in 
the United States. 

We favor the declaration ‘by law of the con- 
ditions upon which corporations shall be per- 
mitted to engage in interstate trade, includ- 
ing, among others, the prevention of holding 
companies, of interlocking directors, of stock 
watering, of discrimination in price, and the 
control by any one corporation of so large a 
proportion of any industry as to make it a 
menace to competitive conditions. 

We condemn the action of the Republican 
administration in cempromising with the 
Standard Oil Co. and the Tobacco Trust and 
its failure to invoke the criminal provisions 
of the anti-trust law against the officers of 
these corporations after the court had de- 
clared that, from the undisputed facts in the 
record, they had violated the:criminal pro- 
visions of the law. 

We regret that the Sherman anti-trust law has 
received a judicial construction depriving it 
of much of its efficiency, and we favor the en- 
actment of legislation which will restore to 
the statute the strength of which it has been 
deprived by such interpretation. 


A Digest of the Bill. 


That was the party’s pledge, one of two major 
pledges (the other being downward revision of 
the tariffs), upon which chiefly the people gave 
_ {it control of the Federal Government. Details 
in which the anti-trust bill now in conference 
fulfills that pledge by enlarging or reducing the 
Government’s regulative authority as laid down 
in the Sherman anti-trust law of 1890, may be 


particularized as follows: 

Section 1. Philippines Exempted. “Nothing in 
this act contained shall apply to the Philip- 
pine Islands.” 

Sec. 2. “Tying” Contracts Forbidden. For- 
bidding owners of patented articles to’ restrict 
the freedom of their customers by contracts 
requiring them to buy articles not protected 
by patent, as a condition to obtaining the right 
‘> usé articles so protected. 

‘Bec. 3 and 4. Added Relief for Trust Victims. 
Making a final judgment that a defendant has 
violated the anti-trust laws prima facie evi- 
dence against such defendant in any suit 
brought (under Section 3, authorizing collec- 
tion, by such victim, from the offending trust, 
of “threefold the damages sustained”) ‘by any 
victim of trust oppression. 

Bec. 5. Labor and Farm Union Exemptions. 
“That the labor of a human being is not a 
commodity or an article of commerce. Noth- 
ing contained in. the anti-trust laws shall be 
construed to forbid the existence and operation 
of labor, agricultural or horticultural organiza- 
tions, instituted for the purposes of mutual 
help, and not having capital stock or con- 
ducted for profit, or to forbid or restrain in- 
dividual members of such organizations from 
lawfully carrying out the legitimate objects 
thereof; nor shall such organizations, or the 
members thereof, be held or construed to be 
illegal combinations or conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade, under the anti-trust laws.” 

Bec. 6. Regulating Ownership by Corporations 
of Stock or Other Corporations. Forbidding 
any corporation to “acquire, directly or indi- 
dectly,” stock in a competing corporation: 
forbidding any corporation to acquire stock 
in two or more com corporations—in 
either of these cases, where the effect of such 
stock ownership “may be to lessen competi- 
tion between such corporations »* * * or to 

create a monopoly of any line’ of commerce.” 

Substantially nullifying the good effect of the 
foregoing prohibitions by providing: “This ac- 
tion shall not apply to corporations purchasing 
such stock solely for investment and not using 
the same by voting or otherwise to bring 
about, or in..attempting to bring about, the 
lessening of competition. Nor shall anything 
sreeamregehy in this section prevent a corporation 
engaged in commerce from causing the forma- 
tion of subsidiary corporations for the actual 
catrying on of their immediate lawful _»usi- 

ness or or the natural and legitimate branches 
or extensions thereof, or from owning and 
holding all or a part of the stock of such sub- 
sidiary corporations, when the effect of such 
formation is not to lessen competition.”

Section 10. Limiting “Inside Graft” by Railroad 


Officers and Directors. “After two years from 
the approval of this act no common carrier 
* * * ghall have upon its Board of Directors 
or as its president, manager or purchasing 
officer or agent any person who is at the same 
time an officer, director, manager or agent of, 
or who has any direct or indirect interest in, 
another corporation, firm, partnership or asso- 
ciation,” with which the railroad shall “have 
any dealings in securities, railroad supplies 
or other articles of commerce, or contracts 
for construction or maintenance of any kind 
to the amount. of more than $50,000 in any one 


ear.” 


Substantially nullifying the intent of the fore- 


going prohibition by providing that railroads 
can so deal with firms or companies in which 
their officers or directors are interested, “by 
competitive bidding.” Providing a maximum 
fine of $25,000 and a maximum jail term of 
two years, either or both (the minimum may 
be, at the court’s option, a fine of $1 and a 
jail term of one minute), for directors or offi- 
cers of railroads which violate this section. 


Section 11. Making Prosecution of Trusts Easier. 


Providing that suits under. the antitrust laws 
may be brought against a corporation or 
against its officers by its stockholders, “not 
only in the judicial district whereof it is an 
inhabitant, but also in any district wherein 
it may be found or transacts any business.” 
Providing that in antitrust suits 
witnesses mlay be brought from any judicial 
district into any other to testify. 

That every 
director, officer or agent of a corporation which 
shall violate any of the penal provisions of 
the antitrust laws, who shall have aided, abet- 
ted, counseled, commanded, induced or pro- 
cured such violation, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, punishable by “a fine not 
exceeding $5000 or by imprisonment for not 
exceeding one year, or by both, in the discre- 
tion of the court.” 


Sections 14, 15, 16, 17 and 18. Enjoining Viola- 


tions of Law. Vesting United States District 
courts with power to enjoin violations of anti- 
trust laws; making it the duty of United 
States District Attorneys, “under the direc- 
tion of the Attorney General,’ to “institute 
proceedings in equity to prevent and restrain 
such violations;” authorizing any person, firm, 
corporation or association to sue for injunc- 
tive relief in such cases. 


Section 19, 20, 21, 22, 23 and 24. Injunctions and 


Contempt Procedure in Labor Cases. “That 
no restraining order or injunction shall be 
granted by any court of the United States, 
or a judge or the judges thereof, in any case 
between an employer and employes, or be- 
tween employers and employes, or between 
employes, or between persons employed and 
persons seeking employment, involving, or 
growing out of, a dispute concerning terms or 
conditions of employment, unless necessary to 
prevent irreparable injury to property, or to 
a property right, of the party making the ap- 
plication, for which injury there is no ade- 
quate remedy at law, and such property or 
property right must be described with particu- 
larity in the application, which must be in 
writing and sworn to by the applicant or 
by his agent or attorney. 


“And no such restraining order or injunction 


shall prohibit any individual or individuals, 
whether singly or in concert, from terminat- 
ing any relation of employment, or from ceas- 
ing to perform any work or labor, or from 
recommending, advising or persuading others 


_ by peaceful means so to do; or from attending 


at any place where any such person or per- 
sons’ may lawfully be, for the purpose of peace- 
fully obtaining or communicating information, 
or from peacefully persuading any person to 
work or to abstain from working; or from 
withholding their patronage from any party 
to such dispute, or from recommending, ad- 
vising or persuading others by peaceful and 
lawful means so to do; or from paying or 
giving to, or withholding from, any person en- 
gaged in such dispute, any strike benefits or 
other moneys or things of value; or from 
peaceably assembling in a lawful manner and 
for lawful purposes; or from doing any act 
or thing which might lawfully be done in the 
absence of such dispute by any party thereto; 
nor shall any of the acts specified in this 
paragraph be considered or held to be viola- 
tions of any law of the United States.” 


Providing that in cases of alleged contempt of 


court the accused may demand and obtain 
trial by jury. 


Substantially relaxing the foregoing ‘guaranty 


against judicial tyranny by declaring it doesn't 
apply “to contempts committed in the presence 
of the court, or so near thereto as to obstruct 
the administration of justice.” If the Judge 
chooses to deem any particular act of alleged 
contempt one—committed “so near as to ob- 
struct the administration of justice’—and_ this 
is a point left wholly to his discretion—he is 
free to “punish in conformity to the usages 
at law and in equity now prevailing.” 

25. Receiverships and Dissolution for 
Law-breaking Corporations. Providing that 
when any corporation is adjudged to.be a 
monopoly or combination in restraint. of trade, 
“the court rendering such judgment shall de- 
cree its dissolution and shall to that end ap- 
point receivers to wind up its affairs and shall 
cause all of its assets to be sold in such man- 
ner and to such persons as will, in the opinion 
of the court, restore competition as fully and 
completely as it was before said corporation 
or combination began to be formed. The court 
shall reserve in its decree jurisdiction over 
said assets so sold for a sufficient time to sat- 
isfy the court that full and free competition 
is restored and assured.” 

26. State Anti-Trust Laws Not, Invalidat- 


ed. “It shall be unlawful for any corporation 


' engaged in commerce to do any business in 


any state contrary to the laws of the state 
under which said corporation was created or 
contrary to the laws of the state in which it 
may be doing business.”

THE READERS’ WAR GUIDE, 


The Allies were in great form yes- 
terday, and forthe first time since the 
war began they occupied the Ullus- 
tration on our front page. After hold- 
ing it for weeks, the Germans finally 
gave way in our second edition, and 
began retreating down the page, This 
emboldened the entire line of defense 
at the top of the page, and it began 
moving down in one of the most 
profound movements in history. There 
were more than 72,000,000 men _ in 
line, and they extended across eight 
columns. The line of procedure was 
this: The British, under Sir John 
French, came down the double column 
position at the right of the page; Gen. 
Pau, commanding the French center, 
came down over the cut, and the Rus- 
Sians brought around to the relief of 
the Allied army a few days ago came 
down the two columns on the left. 
This was too much for the Germans, 
and the most of them skedaddled. 
They were trying a mass formation 
under the center cut when the last 
edition went to press. 

Otherwise the day was not very excit- 
ing. The Russians on the second page 
continued marching upon Berlin, and 
the Austrianson _the third page were 
organizing fer another stand against 
the hosts of the Czar. They have 
proven of almost no assistance to the 
Germans up to this time. They never 
win, and when they start running 
they imevitably carry with them the 
Germans sent over to help them. We 
have seen this happen on the third 
page no itess than half a dozen times. 
it is a wery unfortunate alliance, In- 
stead of availing the Germans any- 
thing, it has only served to give the 
Russians a lot of good practice on 
the Austrians, and when they meet 
the Germans they will be going like 
wildfire. The Germans would have 
done better, we think, by first whip- 
ping the Austrians themsclves. 

The war in the rest of the paper is 
desultory. There is an occasional 
shot among the Servians, and now 
and then an explosion occurs among 
the Japs. That is about all. The 
fifth page has been set aside for Red 
Cross work. Prisoners have ceased to 
be a problem since they were moved 
bick to the market page. Northern 
potatoes are coming in, and there is 
plenty td eat. 

The war has now progressed far 
enough: for us to make a few general 
observations upon the styles of fight- 
ing employed by the differest com- 
batants. The Germans fight in solid 
type, which no doubt accounts. for 
their heavy losses. Solid type is very 
easily pied, and is a tempting mark 
for the enemy’s artillery. The French, 
upon the other hand, fight in leaded 
type, and are therefore harder to hit, 
This style of fighting was invented 
by the Japanese. It has, been ampli- 
fied by the British, who fight im 
Gvuble leaded formation. The Ger- 
mans also use a great many dashes, 
whereas the French are disposed to 
the comma, and the British are fond of 
the semicolon. The parenthesis, which 
is useful in enveloping movements, 
has not been effectively used up to 
this time by anyone but the Germans 
and Russians, The former have bagged 
about 100,000 Russians and French, 
and the latter have taken about 150,- 
000 Austrians.

CLEANSING. 

ALLEN—Leather furniture: Procure 
three large cheesecloths, a basin of 
tepid or nearly warm water, to which 
has been added a little vinegar, say a 
tablespoonful, and a mixture of the 
whites of two eggs and a half pint of 
turpentine. The mixture is best made 
by first bea the eggs to a froth 
and placing it in a bottle before the 
turpentine, and then before each ap- 
plication it is well shaken in the bottle. 
Large pieces are gone over in 
first with the cheesecloth, which has | 
been dipped in the warm water to which 
has been added the vinegar, and then 
after being carefully wiped with a dry 
cheesecloth, it is polished with a cheese- 
cloth or chamois slightly sntersiel with 
the egg white and turpentine mixture; 
after this the article is liy wiped 
dry with other Seats of dining 
chairs can be done one at a time with 
ease.

ARIS had fallen. Though Belfort 
fP still held out, the war was prac- 
tically @t an end. 

On March 1, 1871, the Germans entered 
Paris tnrough the Arc de Triomphe—ths 
triumphal arch Napoleon had erected in 
nonor of France’s conquests in Prussia 
and elsewhere. As the victorious Ger- 
mans rode into the city a swarm of 
Paris street boys ran on every side of 
them, burning disinfectants in shovels, 
as though protecting the Parisiang 
against some loathsome discase—an 
amazing insult that was not lost on the 
conquerors. 

(Almest at once a revolution burst 
forth In Paris—not against the Ger- 
mans, but against the provisional 
French Government. The “Commuhe” 
set in and the exhausted city of Paris 
was rent by civil war.) 

Meantime, in January, 1871, during the 


Prussia had been declared Emperor of 
United Germany. 

The war that had crushed France and 
that had paid the last fearful price of 
Napoleonism had also welded the many 
separate German. states into one mighty 
empire, with the Prussian monarch at 
its head. 7 

King William of Prussia, first Em- 
peror of Germany, was the grandfather 
of the present Kaiser. 

France was beaten. The old motto, 
“Vae Victis'” (“Woe to the Con- 
quered’’) still holds good in European 
wars. And France was forced to gsot- 
tle. The Germans wrung from their 
fallen foe a war indemnity of $1,000,000, - 
000 (the patriotic French people eager- 
ly subscribing to the debt and working 
like mad to pay it off), and annexed to 
Germany the Frepch provinces of Al- 
sace Lorraine. France paid, heart- 
brokenly, and has ever since yearned 
and prayed for the hour of revenge.

The market, however, 
showed some increase in the volume of 
bills offered, so that the sharp rise in 
the price of sight drafts on London
